Since my last week’s distress, the City of Sierra Madre has 
written to mo that my land is in Zone 22 instead of 11, making 
rny assessment for Hasting's proposed road, much less than I 
feared. 

But I think NOT yet has it been determined that the majority 
of the people want it. 

I, FOR ONE, DO NOT WANT IT; Not for many reasons. 

It is under the Mattoon Act- that to my mind so violates 
American standards that no full blooded consistent American 
would have anything to do with it. “Consistency, thou art a 
Jewel.” 

My Forefathers fought clear through the American Revolu¬ 
tionary War a.gainst “Taxation without Representation.” 

Again I am told that no one will loan money on top of Mat- 
toon bonded land. That is an a’^fful thing, to -so tie up my land 
for 14 years. That brings me to another great reason why I am 
against the road. 

Do you realize that no matter what the road costs that the 
laws are so made that the money lenders get interest for 14 
years, amounting to fully as much as the principal. That is to 
say, if the principal is $360,000 that we have got to pay another 
$360,000 in interest. 

That will not permit us to keep our land clear and keep out 
of debt by paying principal before the interest. 

Do you see how we are corralled- how we are goats—how we 
are led to the slaughter -and for what! A road that we do 
not much need, that we cannot afford, that it will pay us a 
large amount of money to have PATIENCE for simply one, two 
or three years. 

Again Baldwin avenue running south 100-foot wide connect¬ 
ing all East and West roads will be worth, I, and others think, 
TWO CENTRAL AVENUES. 

The Baldwin Ranch south of Live Oak Avenue wil probably 
have several fine roads running east and west, and to me it 
stands to reason, that the owner, or owners of HASTINGS ranch 
will build connecting roads, and all this probably in one or two 
years, and without cost to us. 

Again, last winter at Sacramento a bill was introduced to cor¬ 
rect the Mattoon Act. It is history that the bill was defeated and 
it was claimed that the “SELFISH INTERESTS” did it. 

I have thought that the selfish intere.sts are the cement, as¬ 
phalt, street lighting, silent engineers, special attorneys, incompe¬ 
tent inspectors, etc., etc. But I now think that the money lenders, 
making more money than the projects cost, are the more selfish 
ones. 

And lastly for today: We cannot, the most of us, come any¬ 
where near affording or having, any money for a Hastings road. 

I have paid on other roads in Sierra Madre, $5,000.00

SUB-TROPICAL FRUITS 

C HERIMOYAS or Custard Ap¬ 
ples ; This fruit does excep¬ 
tionally well ^n Sierra Madre, 
especially in the upper part of 
town where it is comparatively 
frostless. Most of the trees grow¬ 
ing in yards about town are neg¬ 
lected, due probably, to the fact 
that they will keep alive and 
grow some without much atten¬ 
tion at all. But to produce fruit, 
the trees must be irrigated regu¬ 
larly and fertilized. A great many 
of the trees are seedlings and 
they produce when old enough, 
but like any other fruit tree, the 
fruit will vary in size and quality 
on unbudded trees. 

I would always advise planting 
budded trees of the best types. 
The culture is similar to avocado 
trees. Irrigate once a week in 
basins. The basins should contain 
plenty of mulch. Barnyard ferti¬ 
lizer will always be good for the 
trees as it will both mulch and 
feed them. 

Small doese of sulphate of am¬ 
monia, bone-meal or blood-meal 
are specified for the tree’s 
growth. 

The Cherimoyia Is a native of 
the western part of South Ameri¬ 
ca. It is a large heart-shaped 
fruit with small rough protuber¬ 
ances on the outside. The color is 
green, turning somewhat russet 
colored when ripe. 

The flesh is smooth, sweet and 
creamy with a flavor suggestive 
of strawberries and pineapples. 
Almost everyone is fond of them. 
Many believe there is a commer¬ 
cial future for the Cherimoyia in 
California. This past winter the 
fruit sold at 50 cents a pound 
wholesale, and for twice that 
amount retail. Budded varieties 
generally weigh from one and 
one-half to two pounds each. 
They ripen during the winter

“Central Avenue As a Taxpayer Sees It,” contained 
alarminK statements which must have been ba.sed on a 
complete misunderstanding of the engineer’s figures, the 
Property Owners Committee wishes to make a correction. 

The zone charged with $94.96 per $100 of assessed 
valuation is not within the city of Sierra Madre at all. 
It comprises a small ixntion of a large acreage, very 
valuable but with an exceedingly low assessed valuation. 
It was necessai-y to make a high rate per hundred that 
this pioixjrty might tieai- its fair share of the cost of the 
improvement. 

’J’he actual figuies for Sierra Madre are these; All 
pi-opei'ty throughout the city of Sierra Madre—except 
that flouting on Cential Avenue—will be assessed at a 
rate somewhere between $2.60 and $3.00 per $100 of as- 
.sessed valuation, on land only—not improvements. 

Taking the statement of Mr. E. Waldo Ward that the 
assessed value of his land is $18,490, at the highest rate 
of $3.00 pel- $100, his entii-e a.ssessment for the Central 
Avenue project will amount to $5.54.70, with fourteen 
years to pay, or $39.62 per year on the pi-incipal. 

If a lowei- rate i.-; established the cost will be pro¬ 
portionately lowei-. The interest cannot be figured at 
this time as the i-atc will be decided by the condition of 
the bond rnai-ket when the bonds are to be sold. It prob¬ 
ably will be six oi- six and a half percent. 

Thei-e is considerable diffei-ence between $554.70 and 
$35,109.39, the U*tal .Mi'. Ward assumed he would have to 
pn.v. 

The cost to in-operty owners abutting Central ave¬ 
nue will be at the above i-ate on their entire property and 
an additional asses.sment foi' the grading, paving and 
lighting, varying according to -zones. 

However, that assessment covers the value of the 
land only foi' a depth of one lot from the Central .4v€nue 
line, averaging 150 to 200 feet.
